No More Drivers Licenses 


For Kids Without Training 


Michigan’s new driver educa- 
tion law will become fully ef- 
fective on February 2, 1947. 
According to this law, persans 
under 18 will not be licensed to 
drive after that date unless they 
have taken and passed a course 
in driver education approved by 
Clair L. Taylor, Superintendent 
of Public Instruction. 


The law, the first of its kind 
in the nation, was passed by the 
Legislature in an effort to stop 
needless slaughter on the high- 
ways, The records show that dri- 
vers under the age of 25 have 
more accidents proportionately 
than older drivers. 


The course is available to all 
persons of this age as all of Mi- 
enigan’s public high schools are 
offering such a program, Upon 
successful completion of the 
course, a certificate is issued to 
the student which he must show 
at the time he makes applicat- 
ion for an operator’s license. 

According to Mr. Taylor, the 
jaw fs being watched by every 
state to see what its effect will 
be.

ALREADY MICHIGAN high 
schools are enrolling more than 
60,000 young people in driver 
education classes. 

The approved course includes 
a minimum of 30 hours of class- 
room instruction and an average 
minimum of six hours behind- 
the-wheel. Experience has shown 
tiat driver education offered by 
high schools cuts accidents ab- 
cat one-half, 

Most parents will also find 
that when they make applicat- 
ion for automobile insurance 
there will be a saving from $10 
to $40 per year if persons in 
their family under the age of 
25 have successfully completed 
a course in driver education.

Michigan Bell Asks Rate 
Hike For East Jordan Area 


The Michigan Bell Telephone 
Company has filed a petition 
with the Publie Service Commis- 
sion for an intrastate rate in- 
erease calling for a 6 percent 
rise_in company revenues. 


C. L. Johnson, East Jordan 
area manager, said the increase 
“4s needed to cover two upward 
wage adjustments for company 
cmployees and other increased 
costs.” 


“The pay adjustments were 
necessary to keep wages of our 
employees in Jine with those 
paid by outside industry so that 
we can continue to attract and 
keep the type of employees re- 
cuired to furnish good service. 
The adjustments were based on 
wage surveys showing the gener- 
ai level of wages paid in com- 
munities served by the com- 
pany.” 

« * * 

JOHNSON ALSO emphasized 
the company “is taking the op- 
vortunity at this time to ask for 
a ve-balaneing of its rate sche- 
dules to reflect the growing va- 
Jue of the service in growing 
communities.” Existing rates are 
based upon a telephone census 
of 1948, Since that time, the 
pumber of telephones in the 
East Jordan local calling area 
has inereased fram 2,774 to 
2,605 -- 31 new telephones. 
That's more than 100 per year 
for the Jast 8 years. 


Under the proposed rate sche- 
dules the various types of aer- 
vice at East Jordan would be 
increased as Follows:

The increase for most services 
largely reflect the increased 
rumber of telephones in the lo- 
cal calling area.

THE REQUESTED revenue 
increase would approximate 


$12,500,000 a year, 52 percent 
of which would go to the Federal 
Government in taxes. 

Since the last rate adjustment 
Johnson said the company’s to- 
tal wage casts have gone up 
$18,500,000 a year — $6,306,- 
000 in 1955 and the $7,200,000 
pay increase of last month. 

Nearly $10,000,000 of these 
added payroll costs, he said, are 
applicable to the company’s in- 
trastate services and should be 
covered by rates for such ser- 
viees. He pointed out that other 
casts of doing business also have 
grone up such as taxes, materials 
and supplies. 


“Our request would need to 
be aubstantially higher if we had 
not realized significant econo- 
mies in operating the business,” 
Johnson said. 


While operating revenues 
have climhed 10) pereent over 
last yasr, he said, operating ex- 
penses have gone up 13 percent 
ond the average investment per 
telephone has continued to climb 

“Michigan Bell,” he said, “is 
not now earning and cannot earn 
a fair return with existing rates.

Rural Zoning 


A new manufacturing plant, a schoo! or a shop or store springs 
up in or near your community. Everyday you can see these and 
other indications that the city is overflowing into the country. 

These trends are pointed out by Louis A. Wolfanger, Michigan 
State University zoning specialist. 

These developments, brought about by the great growth of 
population and industry in America, have been gathering force for 
many years. 

Unless we are careful, unwise use of our land may accompany 
this urban expansion, Wolfanger says. Here he names some of the 
consequences of unplanned and ungided developments. 

Frequently, unwelcome land uses pop up near our homes, farms 
or business enterprises. These developments should be in their own 
part of the community just as a living room table should be in the 
living room, 

When homes are crowded into a rural area, safe water and safe 
sewage disposal become problems because the soil can't properly 
absorb the increased sewage. 

Buildings standards are often low and fire protection inadequate. 

(Rural schools overflow. When new schools are built or old ones 
enlarged, taxes go up. Farmers’ taxes go especially high because of 
their above-average property values, Wolfanger says. 

Unless he is protected by careful planning, the seburban resident 
is in an unstable position. He never knows what may happen to his 
home or business. Thus, he may be unable to get credit at reason- 
able rates. 

As towns and cities overflow into the surrounding area, they 
occupy good farmland that we may need to help feed our ever-in- 
creasing population. 

Wolfanger stresses that urban as well as rural land is valuable. 
As with farmljand, one area may be fitted for one purpose and a 
second for an entirely different purpose. It is important that we 
avoid wasteful intermingling of stores, homes and factories, 

How can we be sure that our land is used wisely? Michigan 
counties and townships are entitled by law to plan and establish 
zoning ordinances. 


If these laws are to work, we must understand them. — Ed Reb- -

Here’s How To Enjoy Your 
Venison, Tough or Tender 


If you can prepare beef and 
lamb for your family’s food fare 
you should have no trouble cop- 
ing with your husband’s prize 
trophy of venison. 

Even though you get a deer 
that is tough or has a strong 
flavor, there are ways of prepar- 
ing it for the table that will 
make it palatable and appetizing 
points out Clare Brown, Charle- 
voix county home demonstration 
agent. 


Use moist heat methods of 
cooking for tough cuts and use 
bacon, vegetables and _ fruit 
juices to give different flavors. 
Spices such as bay leaf, thyme, 
garlic and savory may be added 
to suit your taate. 


Clare says it should not be ne- 
essary to try to conceal the fla- 
vor of venison. The characteris- 
tic flavor seems to be concen- 
trated in the fat and if it is 
strong, trimming away excess 
fat will help. But, venison 
is a rather dry meat and is often 
improved by adding suet, butter 
or other fat when roasting, broil- 
ing or frying it. 

* * * 


TO ROAST the loin, round or 
-shoulder, put it in a slow oven 
(300° to 350° F.) and allow 20 
to 25 minutes per pound. Extra 
fat can be added by placing 
bacon strips or beef suet across 
the top of the roast. 

You’ve enjoyed beef and chic- 
ken barbecues; how about serv- 
ing that deer meat in the form of 
a venison barbecue. 

Clare suggests this as one way 
to serve venison, Sear three 
pounds of venison in a frying 
pan with slices of salt pork or 
cther fat. Cover the venison 
with a barbecue sauce and roast 
it in a moderate oven (350°) 
for 1% to 2 hours. Turn it oc- 
casionally. 


The sauce recipe includes: 1 
cup cateup; 1 tablespoon salt; 3 


slices lemon; 1 onion, sliced thin; 
1-3 cup beef steak sauce; 2 ta- 
blespoons tarragon vinegar; and 
1 tablespoon chili powder (for 
hot sauce). Bring this mixture to 
a boil and stir to avoid burning. 


For those venison steaks that 
aren’t so tender, the MSU spec- 
ialists suggest Swissing them. 
Dredge 14 pound round steak, 
with flour and season with salt 
and pepper. Then brown it in 
fat. When both sides are brown, 
add 3 large onions, sliced; 1 me- 
dium stalk celery, chopped; 1 
cup tomatoes; and 2 tablespoons 
Worcestershire sauce. 

Cover the pan tightly and 
eook in a medium oven (350°) 
or over a low heat on top of the 
renge until tender (about 1% 
hours). Remove the meat to a 
platter and make a gravy from 
the drippings in the pan. Serve 
it with baked potatoes.

Notes...

We have a new man for the 
head of the Cherry Growers 
Association to replace Ted 
Stebbins. The buys I have met 
expect good leadership in the 
interest of the growers. 

Sweet and tart cherries still 
seem a good bet for this part of 
the country. Sours will take 
somewhat lower land than 
sweets and a slightly poorer lo- 
cation. 


Some cherry orchards blow 
down, some are too old and will 
soon go out. Cherries are not 
grown inland. 


The cherry belt follows the 
hig lake from Harbor Springs to 
the Indiana line. However the 
north has averaged more regu- 
lar crops than the south, 


Traverse City is called the 
cherry capitol. Cherries were 
grown on Old Mission peninsula 
long before canneries came in. 
At that time cherries were clip- 
ped with shears, packed in six- 
teen quart crates and shipped to 
city markets in iced cars. 


Taste Sells 
The Milk 


Taste is one of the big rea- 
sons why people drink milk. 


At least, that was the reason 
named by a majority of city 
milk drinkers in a survey taken 
recently by two Michigan State 
University rescarch workers. 


Duane Gibson and Charles 
Hoffer of the sociology and an- 
thropology department surveyed 
101 families to find answers to 
u variety of questions on milk 
drinking habits of urban people. 

The majority answer to the 
first question is more convincing 
evidence that dairymen would 


‘be wise to guard constantly ag- 


ainst off-flavors in their milk. 
The families listed their other 
answers athough they were a 
minority: 

Because milk has a high food 
velue; because milk is important 
to restore health; because there 
were children in the home. 

Fifty-five of the 101 families 


‘kad one or more members who 
‘drank no milk. In many cases the 


researchers found, the dislike 
for milk was acquired in child- 
nood. The dislike for milk rang- 
ed all the way from the home- 
maker who would drink it only 
with chocolate in it to the man 
who not ony disliked milk in all 
furms (such as in soups, pies and
